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PAYNE THE ASSASSIN. 


In regard to Lewis Paynz, the 
assassin who entered Secretary Szw- 
ARD's sick room and inflicted 
him and his son wounds intended to 
prove fatal, little is yet publicly 
kifown. We publish bis portgait on 
this page. Apparently he was a 
hired assassin dispatched from Cana- 
da. He is said to be an outlaw from 
Kentucky, and to have been con- 
cerned in the St. Albans raid aud 
other schemes of murder and arson 
concocted in Canada. He wae cap- 
tured at Mrs. Surrarr’s house in 
the disguise of a laboring man, 

The course of the trial now going 
on at Washington will devclop the 
biography of Payxw—if indeed that 
be his real name. This trial has for 
its principal object not merely the 
conviction of Payne aad Arzrnor, 
and the other tvols of this base plot, 
but the disclosure of an extensive 
conspiracy, The agents in. Rich- 
mond, and those in Canada, coummis- 
sioned from Richmond —who they 
are, what they have attempted, and 
by what means—are the central ob- 
jects about which this great trial 
revolves. Jt was for this reason 

_that some parts of ihe testimony 
was given in secret, in order that no 
warning might be given to those 
thus implicated. It was for this 
reason that so much care was nec~ 
essarily taken to prevent aay but 
loyal men from pleading as counsel, 
But the history of this trial is yet to 
be written.

GEN. JOHNSTON'S SURRENDER. 

GeneraL Jounston surrendered his army to 
General SuerMaAw at Greensborough, North Caro- 
lina, on the 26th of April. The previous arrange- 
ment entered into between these two commanders 
on the 18th having been discarded by the Govern- 
ment, the terms of surrénder granted to General 
Lex were made the basis of capitulation. 

We give on page 332 four illustrations relating 
to this important event. The house in which the 
details of the capitulation were arranged belonged 
to Mr. James Beynerr, and was a plain, unpre- 
tending structure, innocent of paint without and 
within, 

The small-arms of Jounsrox’s army were all 
turned over to the Ordnance Officers of the Depart- 
ment of North Carolina, with the exception of five 
per cent., which was retained for the use of the 
men doing guard duty. There are certainly not 
over ten thousand muskets, all told, in the ordnance 
building, and as this comprises all the guns turned 
over there is a very large per cent. to be account- 
ed for under the heads “‘ destroyed” or “ carried off.” 
Of the equipments turned over there are remarka- 
bly few cavalry sets; for with the exception of the 
brigade of Roserr ANDERSON—an officer whose sol- 
dierly conduct and bearing impressed even his ene- 
mies with a sentiment of respect—the cavalry fol- 
lowed the example of their fugitive President. 

Lieutenants Lysrer and Citncman, Ordnance 
Officers of the Department of North Carolina, have 
these guns and accoutrements in charge, and in 
their onerous duties have been materially assisted 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Kennarp, late Ordaance 
Outicer for General Jounston.
